Terminal Disclaimer 
The terminal disclaimer filed on 12-03-2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 
7,399,574 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. The 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection over US 7,399,574 is obviated by the filing of the 
terminal disclaimer. 

Drawings 

The replacement drawing sheet filed 12-03-2008 wherein Figures 1 and 2 are labeled 
"PRIOR ART" is accepted and overcomes the objection to the drawings. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 20-24, 26, 28-29 are allowable. The restriction requirement between Groups I 
and II, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 04-23-2008, has been reconsidered in view of 
the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 1 1-18, 33-40, directed to fiirther limitations 
of the allowable subject matter, are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) 
require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 9-10 are canceled herein as being drawn 
to the same subject matter as allowed claims 30 and 32. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional apphcation is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may

be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 9-10. 

In each of claims 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 26, 28 and 29, line 1, delete "a use of. 

In each of claims 6, 12, 17, 18 and 34, change the status identifier from 
"(Withdrawn)" to "(Original)". 

IneachofcIaims3,4, 7, 8, 11, 13, 14, 15, 16,33,35,36,37,38, 39, and 40, change the 
status identifier "(Withdrawn)" to "(Previously Amended)". 

In claim 32, change the status identifier "(Previously presented)" to "Previously 
Amended)". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is amended 
to recite that copolymer (a) contains 5% to 40% by weight of copolymer (al) a photocurable 
cyclic imide group of formula (19) and that photocurable compound (c) contains three free 
radically photocurable groups and that the solid content weight ratio ((al)/(c)) is 0.7 or less or 
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the solid content weight ratio ((al)/ {(c) + (d)}) is 0.7 or less when (d) is present. The 
combination of limitations distinguishes the instantly claimed compositions from the prior art of 
record. 

Baumann et al (4,079,041) and Tatsuzawa et al (7,371,783) are cited as art of interest.
